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3. Under this proposd, a portion of the amount collected from the light vehicle regidration flat fee and the
feeinlieu of tax on al vehicle typesis deposited 12.1% in the State specia revenue highway account;
7.7% in the digtrict courts; and 1.3% in the state generd fund. The remaining revenue is alocated across
loca mills. Under this proposed change in digtribution there will be revenue decreases to the state
general fund of $478,675 in fiscal 2002 and $1,018,953 in fisca 2003; the university system 6-mill
account of $58,189 in fiscal 2002 and $121,339 in fisca 2003; and the state assumption of public
assistance 9-mill account of $49,237 in fiscal 2002 and $102,671 in fiscal 2003. Revenues increase for
local gover nments by $25,965 in fiscal 2002 and $56,913 in fiscal 2003; for district courtsby $11,016
infiscal 2002 and $41,408 in fiscal 2003; and for the state special revenue highway account by
$549,120 in fiscal 2002 and $1,144,642 in fiscal 2003. Table 3 below shows the revenue impacts under
this proposal by account/fund.

Under this proposd, the revenue going to loca governments (satewide) will be dightly larger than under

current law.

LONG-RANGE IMPACTS:

Under this proposd, the revenue going to the state generd fund, the univeraty system 6-miill, and the date
assumption of public assstance 9-mill, will be less than under current law. The revenue going to the didtrict
courts, local governments (statewide), and the state specid revenue highway account will be larger than under
current law.
